DISOBEYED ORDERS. 


Cause of a Fatal Railroad Collision 
Near Atlanta. . 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Dec. 26.—In a head- 
end collision which occurred this morn- 
ing at 12:30 o’clock between Chatta- 
hoochee and Peyton on the Georgia 
Pacific division of the Southern Rail- 
road between two freight trains, two 
firemen and a brakeman were killed, 
and one engineer was perhaps fatally 
hurt, and three tramps received pain- 
ful hurts. The plaee where the wreck 
occurred is about seven miles from At- 
lanta, and is on this side of the Chatta- 
hoochee River. Fireman D. Wood and 
Fireman W. O. Schell were found with 
life extinct in the wreckage. Engineer 
-Roberts was seriously and perhaps 
fatally injured. 

Three tramps on the extra were more 
or less seriously injured. Fireman 
Wood lived in Birmingham and Fire- 
man Schell in Atlanta. The crews of 
both trains disobeyed orders.

Mrs. Ferdinand Yznaga United to 
Count Zichy.

FIRST STEP.

The House Passes the 
Tariff Bill. 


Republican Influence Begins to 
Be Noticeable, 
The Balance of Trade Now 


Expected to Turn 'oward 
This Country. 


A More Radical Feeling with Re- 
gard to the Bond Bill—A Steer- 
ing Committee Filling 
Vacancies. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The House 
today responded to the appeal of the 
President by passing a tariff bill, the 
operation of which is limited to two 
and a half years and which is designed 
to raise $40,000,000 for the relief of the 
treasury. The bond bill will be passed 
tomorrow. 

The vote today was on party lines, 
with two exceptions. The Republicans 
all voted for the. bill except Mr. Hart- 
man of Montana, who did. not vote, 
and the Democrats and Populisis 
against it, save Mr. Newlinds of Ne- 
vada, who voted In favor of the meas- 
ure. The special order under which the 
bill was brought to a vote at 5 o'clock, 
after three and a half hours of debate, 
was ironclad in its character and com- 
pelled the members to adopt or reject 
it without opportunity of offering 
amendments of any kind. Although 
there was the brilliant sitting that 
usually accompanies a fiel-day in the 
House, the debate lacked much of the 
spirit and vim which generally char- 
acterizes a partisan bill in the lower 
branch of Congress. Even the pre- 
liminary skirmish over the adoption 
of the rule, which ordinarily precipi- 
tates the fiercest wrangling, passed o 
quietly. 

The debate itself was participated 
in by the leaders on both sides. The 
Republicans contended that the first 
necessity of the treasury was revenue 
to supply the continued deficeincy. 
Every speaker denied that the proposed 
measure was a Republican protection 
bill. It was, they claimed, an emerg- 
ency revenue bill on protective lines. 
It was significant that several, notahly 
Mr. Dalzell, Mr. Payne, Mr. Hopkins 
and Mr. Grosvenor, predicted the, pas- 
sage of a genuine proteciive measure as 
soon as the @ained cpntrol 
of the White House. & Democrats took 
the position that there was no jack of 
revenue in the treasury, and that. the 
passage of a bill to increase taxation 
would in no wise help the situation, 
nor furnish the relief desired by the 
President and Secretary of the Treas- 


ury. 

The bill passed today repeals the 
present tariff law until August 1, 1898. 
It restores 60 per cent. of the McKinley 
rates on wool and woolens, lumber and 
carpets and makes a horizontal in- 
crease of the present rates in all other 
schedules, except sugar, of 15 per cent. 
When the bill was put upon its passage 
it was passed, 205 to 81, the vote being 
taken by yea and nay. There was no 
demonstration of any kind at the an- 
nouncement of the vote. 

Mr. Cannon, the delegate from Utuh, 
asked for immediate consideration of 
a joint resolution directing the Secre- 
tary of the Territory of Utah toturn Over 
to the Governor of Utah, upon the issu- 
ance of the executive proclamation aa- 
mitting the Territory as a State, all 
United States property in the hands 
of the Secretary. The motion was 
adopted and the House adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

GROVER WILL APPROVE. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 2€.—A special to the 
Post from Washington says’ that a 
thorough understanding is belieyed to 
have been arrived at between the?Pres- 
ident and the leaders of both parties in 
Congress by the terms of which the ex- 
ecutive will aprove the tariff bill. His 
consent to this is said to have been ob- 
tained by an agreement on the part of 
the Republican members to make the 
bill an emergency measure, but limitigg 
its operation to*a period of about two 
and a half years, until August, 1898. 

The President argued that such limi- 
tation would amount to the practical 
| admission of the ultimate sufficiency of 
the Gorman-W ilson act from revenue 
point of view. The Republicans ‘were 
won to acquiescence by the thought 
that they could extend the period to 
suit themselves as soon 2s a Republi- 
can successor to President Cleveland is 
installed in the White Houses, Another 
provision of the understanding aliuded 
to is-a pledge on the part of the Repub- 
licans to do their best to push the bond 
bill. This bill is along the lines Jjaid 
down in the President’s message and 
the report of Secretary Carlisle, which 
provides for short-term emergency 
bonds. 

By making it a Republican measure 
hopes are entertained at the White 
House that it may get through the Ser- 
ate. This consummation is extremely 
.doubtful, for the discovery has been 
made that, concealed in the bowels oi 
the bill, is a scheme to begin the retire- 
ment of the outstanding paper money 
of the government. 

WORKING FOR RECIPROCITY. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—The Times-Her- 
ald this morning says that Samuel W. 
Allerton, farmer, manufacturer and 
stockman, has taken up the cudgel in 
earnest for the restoration of reciproc- 
ity. He déclares that it is the only 
available policy that will give the goy- 
ernment of the United States the finan- 


| clal‘aid it needs oe and at 
e 


the same time revive the Dressed 
spirits of the agricultural portion of 
the community. Reciprocity, Allerton 
believes, will be the keynote of the 
coming national campaign, and that it 
will be sounded by- the Republican 
party so loudly that the tariff will be 
heard of only as a-secondary issue. 
Just now Allerton is engaged in 
drafting a memorial to Congress. which 
will contain voluminous statistics gath- 
ered from official sources showing how 
many millions of dollars have been lost 
by farmers since recoprocity ceased be- 
tween this country and foreign na-, 
tions. He is not undertaking this task 


j in an individual capecity, but as the- 


representative of the National Live- 
stack Exchange, one of the most pow- 
erful organizations in the United 
States. it has a membership of 600 
stockraisers and shippers, distributed 
among the cities of Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
St. Louls, Kansas City, Omaha, Sioux 
City and Chicago, who are, according 
to Allerton, almost unanimous in their 
demand for the restoration of recipro- 
city, Democrats and Republicans alike. 
Allerton explained why the interests of 
the general public and the agricultural 
community especially demanded the 
re-enactment of reciprocity 

“IT read a few days ago,” he said, 
“that the value of the exports from 
this country in 1895, was $100,000,000 
less than in the year before. Now, 
what are the exports? Live cattle, 
hog products, canned goods, all sup- 
plied by the farmers. If I remember 
correctly, the shipments of live cattle 
and dressed beef were valued at [f56€,- 
000,000 for the year before reciprocity 
was repealed. Since then the Wilson 
tariff bill has been passed and the 
shipments of dressed beef aione to the 
New England States have decrvesed 
560,000 cattle, while the numer of live 
cattle exported has fallen off more than 
one-half.” 

“What does this mean to the farm- 
ers?” was asked. 

“Although there are 6°0,909 less cat- 
tle than in 1893 and fewer hogs, the 
prices have steadily fallen until they 
have now reached $1 less per 100 pounds. 
To restore’ reciprocity and open 
the markets of the world would give 
immediate relief, becaus> all legitimate 
foreign exchange is mad> out of the 
sale of our cotton, live cattle, dressed 
beef, sheep, canned goods and farm 
products.” 

Allerton then goes %m to say that 
Congress should try to jo something at 
once for the relief of the country be- 
fore going into another long debate on 
the tariff, and the easiest and best 
way to meet the situation, in his opin- 
ion, is the re-enactment of reciprocity. 
In conclusion he says: “It is a sound 
Republican doctrine and has worked 
very effectively as all farmers will re- 
member when they compare the prices 
they get for their products now with 
the prices they received three or four 
years ago. They are getting almost 
nothing now, and are in just as bad 
financial shape as the government. 
During the last six months this coun- 
try imported $26,000,000 worth of goods 
from England alone.e We have the 
goods, England has the gold. Is there 
any need for reciprocity? The answer 
is as plain as the nose on your face.” 


WAYS AND MEANS REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Chairman 
Dingley of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today reported to the House the 
tariff and bond bills agreed upon by 
the majority of the committee. They 
were accompanied by the following re- 
ports: 

“The Committee on Ways and Means, 
to whom was referred so much of the 
President’s annual message and so 
much of the annual report of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury as relates to 
revenue and the condition of the treas- 
ury, and the President’s special message 
presenting the urgency of immediate 
action by Congress in a direction cal- 
culated to bring relief, report that the 
committee appreciates the seriousness 
of the situation and the importance of 
prompt remedies so far as Congress 
can give them. 

“Your committee regards the chronic 
deficiency of revenue for the past two 
years and a half as a most potent 
cause of the difficulties which the 
‘treasiry has encountered and an im- 
|portant factor in the creation and pro- 
motion of that serious distrust which 
has paralyzed business and danger- 
ously shaken confidence even in the 
financial operations of the government. 
It is as impossible for a government 
to have a continuous deficiency of 
revenue for two years and a half with- 
out affecting its financial standing as 
it is for an individual. It is impossible 
also for a government to continue in 
this condition without casting a shadow 
of doubt and discouragement over all 
business operations within its borders. 

‘'The serious fact which we are called 
upon to confront is that in the two 
and a half years that have elapsed 
since July 1, 1893, this government has 
had an insufficiency of revenue to meet 
current expenditures, amounting in the 
aggregate to about §$133,000,000. And 
even in the first half of the present 
fiscal year, the deficiency will reach 
about $20,000,000 and about $3,000,000 in 
this present month. And up to the 
present time there is no_ sufficient 
ground for opining that this insuffi- 
ciency of revenue will not continue dur- 
ing the remainder of the fiscal year, 
and how much longer no one can safely 
predict. 

“if the consequences of such a 
ehnronic deficiency were only the neces- 
sity of borrowing money to meet cur- 
rent expenses in time of peace, events 
would afford abundant reasons for in- 
creasing the revenue, but the conse- 
quences are more wide-reaching than 
that. Insufficiency of revenue has 
made it necessary to use the redeemed 
United States legal-tender notes to pay 
current expenditures, and thus to sup- 
ply additional means to draw gold from 
the greenback redemption fund, in 
short, to create the endless chain of 
which the Secretary of the Treasury 
complains, and which has made it nec- 
essary to sell issue after issue of bonds 
to replenish the reserve. 

“This will be clearly seen when it is 
remembered that the Secretary of the 
Treasury has issued 2nd sold a little 
over $162,000,000 of 5 per cent. ten-year 
and 4 per cent. thirty-year bonds, from 
which he has realized about $182,000,000, 
and after redeeming $182,000,000 of 
United States legal-tender notes with 
the proceeds he has been obliged to im- 
mediately pay out $123,000,000 of these 
demand notes t® meet current expenses 
dnd thus has furnished $133,000,000 of 
governmental demand notes to be 
again and again used to draw gold 
from the treasury. It is evident that 
so long as there is Insufficient revenue 
this performance will go on and bond 
sale after bond salé will be required. 
It is also evident that if there had been 
a sufficiency of revenue these re- 
deemed legal-tender notes. would not 
have been paid out at once, and there 
would have been so much the less op- 
portunity to draw gold from the treas- 


ury. 

“Indeed, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that if, in the first six months of 
the distrust which inaugurated th¢ run 
on the redemption fund, the treasury 
had been receiving revenue more than 
adequate to meet expenses, so as to 
temporarily hold the redeemed govern- 
ment notes, the disposition to present 
these notes for redemption would soon 
have been overcome. That would un- 
doubtediv have been the case if the 
redemption fund had been increased in 
the spring of 1889 and never allowed to 
fall below the $100.000,000 minimum. 
And the necessity for more revenue 
from the point of view of the mainte- 
nance of the redemption fund is taken 
away by the fact that we have $50,- 
000,000 of cash in the treasury in addi- 
tion to the $100,900,000 (gold) required 
for the redemption fund and the 
twenty odd millions required as a 
working balance. 

“This $59.000,000 represents $50,000,009 
of redeemed United States legal tender 
notes, for whose redemption we bor- 
rowed $50,000,000 in gold. If we con- 
tinue to nav them out to meet a defi-

(BY ‘TELEGRAPH TO THE TIVES.) 

LONDON, Dee. 2.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Tiges will tomorrow pub- 
lish a dispatch from Vienna stating 
that Lord Salisbury is negotiating with 
France and Holland with a view to 
adopting common ‘action against the 
policy of President Cleveland. The 
dispatch adds: “Spain has already as- 
sured Great Britain of her agreement 
with the latter on the question. It is 
believed that Great Britain, France, 
Holland and Spain will form a quad- 
rupie alliance to protect their American 
possessions against the United States.” 

Commenting on the report that Sec- 
retary Olney has forwarded a private 
dispatch to Lord Salisbury, it adds: 
“There is nothing incredible or sur- 
prising in such an announcement. On 
the contrary, it would be highly hon- 
orable to him. There is no reason to 
believe that in pushing the Monroe 
doctrine Secrétary Olney had any de- 
sign of insulting or annoying England.” 
CONFIRMED FROM NEW YORK. 

LONDON, Dec. 26.—A New York dis- 
patch to the Daily News says that 
there is a rumor that Secretary Olney 
has sent a private telegram to Lord 
Salisbury assuring him that the pas- 
sage of the commission bill was not to 
be construed as a hostile act. 


VENEZUELAN ENTHUSIASM. 


A Great Anti-English Demonstration 
at Caracas. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A dispatch to 
the World from Caracas, Venezuela, 
says that the enthusiasm of the anti- 
English meeting was indescribable. It 
was the grandest outburst in the an- 
nals of Venezuela. Every house was 
decorated. There was a parade of 30,- 
000 men and an ovation at the Ameri- 
can Legation. President Crespo re- 
viewed the multitude. 

The Minister of the Interior, Dr. 
Francesco X. Juan Castrillo, assured 
the people that Venezuela will accept 
only arbitration. Should England re- 
fuse, then she will fight for every inch 
of Guiana until the last Venezuelan 
perishes, 

SHE REFUSES DIPLOMATIC RELA- 
TIONS. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A later dis- 
patch to the World from Caracas says: 
“It is rumored that England, believing 
that the United States is determined to 
fight, is now willing to arbitrate with 
Venezuela and wishes to resume dip- 
lomatic relations for that reason. The 
Venezuelan government, while declin- 
ing to speak officially regarding the 
rumor, assures me that Venezuela can- 
not now renew negotiations or receive 
any communications except through 
the United States.” 


WALES “JOLLIES” THE ANGLO- 
MANIACS. 


LONDON, Dec. 26.—The New York 
correspondent of the Times says: 

“The Prince of Wales well under- 
stood the American feeling when he 
authorized Sir Francis Knollys to send 
a joint message to the World in his 
own and the Duke of York's name. 
There is not, from the American point 
of view, @ word too much or too little. 
It is a message which both parties into 
which this country is now divided, can 
accept, and one which is equally grati- 
fying to both. 

“The people of the United States 
have cherished a real regard for the 
Prince of Wales ever since his visit to 
this country, of which many pleasant 
memories still survive. They receive 
with pleasure his assurances of friend- 
ship. They will be likely to interpret 
it as expressing also the sentiments 
of the Queen, who has ever been a 
venerated figure to Americans, and is 
not less so now than for two genera- 
tions past. They see nothing irregular 
or unconventional in the sending of 
such communications as those now 
published. The effect of them has per- 
haps been more direct and. bencficial 
than if they had come through the 
Foreign Office or Parliament. Their 
simplicity and sincerity is effectual. 
Nobody here sees any reason why two 
Princes, destined each in his time to 
be a sovereign, should not declare good- 
will to a sovereign people. If it be 
unusual, the circumstances are unusual, 
and if their highnesses have used their 
prerogative to dispense with any 
}ecourtly eitquette that only makes their 
kindly words more welcome to the peo- 
‘ple to whom they are addressed.”’ 

Speaking of the war, the correspond- 
ent says: “The number and strength 
of the protests against war have con-’ 
vineced even some ‘jingo’ journals that 
they have taken the wrong linein threat- 
ening hostilities, and that however pas- 
sionate the attachment of this people

THE COMMISSIONERS. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—In connection 
with the appointment of Messrs. Phelps 
and Lincoln by the President to places 
on the Venezuelan commission, the 
World's Washington corresposdent is 
informed that Mr. Lincoln was Sécre- 
tary Olney's own selection, and that 
Chief Justice Fuller of illinois also 
‘Btrongly recommended him on tite 
kround that a report signed by two for- 
mer American ministers to Sngland, 
both of whom have been warmly 
praised by the British press for many 
years, will have much weight in Great 
Britain. It is urged, the correspondent 
states, that public opinion in Sngland 
cannot ascribe to such men as Phelps 
and Lincoln any prejudice against Eng- 
land, where they are both very poptu- 
lar. The third member of the commis- 
sion, he says, is likely to be one of the 
associate justices of the United States 
Supreme Court, probably Justice 
Brewer or Justice Brown. The corre- 
spondent concluded as follows: 

“English jurists have the highest re- 
spect for the learning and impartiall- 
ty of our Supreme Court, and the fact 
that one of its members should tempo- 
rarily leave the bench to undervake 
this delicate task would be certain, the 
President thinks, to add dignity to the 
commission. But a cabinet officer said 
tonight that Mr. Cleveland nad not pos- 
itively determined this question of the 
third commissioner 

“He realizes that to deprive the Su- 
preme Court of one of its jurists in the 
middle of its session would sericusiy 
retard the cases that are now pending 
before it. If he decided that litigation 
between citizens mray well be delayed 
until the more momentous question be- 
tween nations Is settled, he will select 
elther Justice Brown or Justice Brewer. 
The appointment of either of these Jus- 
tices, together with that of Mr. Lincoln 
would give the majority of the commis- 
sion to the Republicans. This fact 
would, it is stated, relieve the President 
from any suspicion that he was working 
for the aggrandizement of his own 
party in creating an international is- 
sue. The announcement of the commis- 
sion is now expected to be made on 
next Monday. s 
SPRINGING THE RECORDS ON ’EM,. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—*There has 
recently come into my possession,” 
said Senator Lodge, “a valuable work 
which will throw light on the Vene- 
zuelan controversy. This publication 
is an old blue book containing the 
original report of Schomburg on the 
boundary. question between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. From the 
statements of this botanist and exz- 
plorer, together with maps made in 
1841, it appears that Great Britain only 
chaimed the land now in dispute, but 
exercised no jurisdiction over it. 

“A year before, in 1840, a British 
court in session in Demerara rendered 
a decision which is pertinent as well 
as important at this time. An offense 
had been commitied on the Orinoco 
River, which is a considerable distance 


‘east of the land now in controversy, 


and the prisoner was brought before 
the court. The tribunal held promptly 
that he could not be held for the reason 
that the offense with which he stood 
charged ‘had been committed in for- 
eign territory over which the court had 
no jurisdiction.’ If that was the case 
in 1840, why should there be any differ- 
ence of opinion in 18957 

“These and other features will be set 
forth in detail when the Venezuelan 
matter comes up in the Senate, and 
conservative thinking men of both po- 
litical parties are firmly convinced 
that all danger of ‘trouble with Great 
Britain is at an end. There has been 
a great flurry, and the people are 
settling down now to a proper appre- 
ciation of the subject and, with the ap- 
pointment of a commission by the 
President of the United States, there 
is a reasonable prospect for the ami- 
cable settlement of this matter. 

“Secretary Olney has been informed 
of the existence of these documents 
as well as the bluebook to which ref- 
erence has been made. A private citi- 
zen is the owner of this publication, 
but it will be placed at the disposal of 
the State Department whenever it may 
be desired. As far as can be learned, 
it has never been numbered among 
the possessions of the diplomatic 
branch of the public service and its 
value at this time is simply inesti- 
ma ble.” 

GEN MILES TOO FRANK. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 26.—A special to the 
Globe-Democrat from Washington says 
that the President and Secretary of 
War Lamont are seriously considering 
the advisibility of silencing Gen. Miles. 
That they are much incensed by the in- 
discreet talk in which the general has 
been indulging in regard to the weak- 
ness of the country's coast defense, and 
the general ability to go to war with 
assurances of success, can be positively 
stated. Had it not been for the high 
regard in which they both heid him asa 
soldier, and their indisposition to in- 
flict the indignity if a rebuke on one 
whose services to his country in the 
past have been meritorious, they would 
have taken action before now. 

But Gen. Miles, by his latest speech 
in Philadelphia, has brought them te 
the limit of their forbearance, and an- 
other such break on his part will, im 
all probability, lead to his suppression, 
In his Philadelphia speech, not only 
did Gen. Miles blazon forth the de- 
fenseless condition of his country, but 
the whole undercurrent of the position 
taken by the President. His chances 
for acquiring the title of Heutenant- 
general, it is thought, have been less- 
ened by his recent utterances. 

FIRST BLOOD OF THE “WAR.” 

BRAZIL (ind.,) Dec. 26.—Samuel Trib- 
ble and Taylor Hamilton, two citizens 
of Turner, in this county, engaged in @ 
discussion of President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage regarding the Venezuelan trouble, 
The discussion resulted in ‘a fight be- 
tween the two, and Tribble shot Ham- 
ilton in the side, inflicting a 
wound. 

SECRETARY OLNEY'S CALLERS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Among Sec-

THE CUBAN ADVANCE 


HAVANA HASTILY PREPARES 
¥OR DEFENSE. 


Campos Hold@és a Conference with 
the Leading Military Men 


and Politicians. 


He is Advised by One of the Latter 
not to Get tn the Way of 
Insergent Ballets. 


A Weoefal Lack of Real Information 
as to the Mevements of the 
Belligerents—Pians of the 

Spaniards. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

HAVANA, Dec. 26.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Since the arrival here last 
night of Capt.-Gen, Martinez de Cam- 
pos from Matanzas, he has been in con- 
ference with leading military and naval 
officers, and the leaders of different po- 
litical parties, They assembled at the 
palace last night, and, in the course of 
a number of patriotic speeches, 
pledged their unconditional support to 
the government in its efforts to sup- 
press the insurrection, and promised to 
do everything possible in the way of 
moral and actual assistance. 

Senor Galvez, president of the Auton- 
omist party, during the course of a 
speech which was warmly applauded, 
advised the Captain-General not to ex- 
pose himself to the fire 6f the insurg- 
ents, who, the speaker claimed, made 
war against the lives and property of 
civilians, never making @ stand long 
enough to cause an engagement be- 
tween the troops, and adopting all the 
methods of savage warfare. 

Senor Galvez also stated that in spite 
of the supreme effort made by the in- 
surgent army, they had not heard of 
the capture of any town, the mischief 
to the enemy being confined to small 
villages and the plantations of the isl- 
and. He compared the army of Gomez 
and Maceo to “wandering hordes of 
Tartars,”. and expressed the opinion 
that the raid of the Cubans into the 
province of Matanzas, where they had 
done so mtich injury to crops, would 
turn out to be the worst for them in the 
long run, as the fields, cleared of stand- 
ing cane, are now much better suited 
for military operations. | 
‘News from the front seems to be in- 
terrupted by rail and telegraph, and no 
details were obtainable concerning the 
movements of the insurgents. The 
captain-general, upon his arrival, an- 
nounced that the Spanish troops in 
Matanzas occupied advantageous posi- 
tions, and that the Cubans would 


either be compelled to fight a pitched. 


battle in that province or surrender. 
It is not generally believed, however, 
that the march of Gomez and Maceo 
upon Havana has really been stopped, 
and that they are in retreat. In sup- 
port of this, it is said that if Maceo 
and Gomez were retreating the gov- 
ernment would not be slow in making 
public -every item of news obtainable 
concerning this feature of the hitherto 
triumphant march of the insurgents. 
from the province of Puerto Principe 
through the province of Santa Clara 
and Matanzas, and to the vicinity of 
the borders of the province of Havana, 
in spite of the numerous columns of 
Spanish troops in the territory trav- 
ersed. ‘The last news from the Span- 
ish columns was that they were head- 
ing for Guayabana, the headquarters 
recently evacuated by “ampos situated 
not far from Matanzas.

Santa 
Clara, it was announced they had been 
defeated with great loss and had re- 
treated across the border, but the next 
news received from the front was that 
the Cuban army was threatening Place- 
tas, more than half way between the 
border and the capital, Santa Clara, 
and since then they have apparently 
pushed onward with little or no inter- 
ruption. The absence of news from the 
insurgents is causing some anxiety 
among -their friends here, but they 
claim that Gomez and Maceo are in 
possession of the railroad and telegraph

A CO-OPERATIVE COLONY. 
Commaunistic Principles to Be Given 
a Trial in California. 

_ (MBGULAR ASSOCIATED REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A local paper 
publishes the details of a new co-oper- 
ative colony now being projected in 

California. The paper says: 

“The plan is the result of the obser- 
vations of William E. Smythe, editor 
of the Irrigation Age, and for two 
years president of the National Irriga- 
tion, Congress, and has for its object 
primarily the reclaiming of thg@ s0- 
called arid lands by irrigation, and, 
secondarily, the establishment of agri- 
cultural and manufacturing communi- 
ties. "The site of this proposed colony 
is the Ashurst ranch in the Sacramento 
Valiey, in Northern California. It is a 
tract of 10,000 acres, owned by C. B. 
Ashurst, one of the California pioneers. 

“T. BR. Wakeman of this city, who is 
interested in the colony, says that the 
idea is taken chiefly from the old New 
England colony. An advisory commit- 
tee of the promoters takes charge of 
the colony unfil it is well established, 
and then turns everything over to the 
colonists to run as they please. The 
colonists gbecome absolutely independ- 
ent, owning their own land and its 
products, and having a proportionate 
interest in the company, composed 
solely of themselves, which owns and 
controls not only the village, but the 
industries connected therewith. 

“Considerable capital was required 
to purchase the colony tract, survey 
and construct canals, develop pians 
and carry them into effect. A price 
has been put on the land that will re- 
turn the capital and give a reasonable 
compensation for the risk, time and 
labor involved in the undertaking, but 
no large profits are sought. The prices 
are placed at the lowest safe figure, 
while the irrigation plan, the village 
site, domestic water, electric light and 
power franchises are transferred to 
the people absolutely, so that no one 
can exact perpetual tribute for their 
use. The colony will be communistic 
so far the -municipality alone Is con- 
cerned, but the common ownership 
goes no further than that.”

From M. Gautier’s article it appears 
that while there are numerous well- 
known disinfectants—that is, substances 
that will suppress ordors—most of them 
do not really destroy the noxious germs, 
but merely render them less aggres- 
sive for the time being. This new sub- 
stance, called “‘Sanitor,”- is alleged to 
destroy at once, almost as by a light- 
ning stroke, all micro-organisms and to 
be in itself entirely inodorous, or nearly 
so. Its use entails no inconvenience, is 
not desteuctive to colors in carpets, 
tapestries, etc., and may be rezarded 
as non-poisonous so far as human crea- 
tures are concerned. Its use in closets, 
stables, sewers and sick rooms instantly 
suppresses all fetid odors and absolutely 
destroys the germs of disease that are 
evolved from these fertile breeding 
grounds for all sorts of microbes. Its 
composition is of course the, secret of 
the inventor, but its use in® hospitals 
and many other places in France has, 
aceording to M. Gautier, made it a ne- 
cessity where any regard is paid to the 
best sanitary conditions. Another re- 
markable fact mentioned by the French- 
man is that if poured upon the most 
putrid substance, it immediately sup- 
presses all odor, destroys beyond recov- 
ery all microbes, and when recovered, 
is founds not to have undergone any 
change itself or lost any of its powers; 
but may be used again and again for 
the same purpose. 

One feature having special interest 
to fruit-growers in this connection, is 
that a spray compound of this sub- 
stance mixed with water is sure death 
to all ‘insect enemies of fruit trees; the 
Only question yet remaining being that 
of expense. It is expected that further 
experimenis with various combinations 


‘will remove the obstacle of expense and 


that orchardists may sdon avail them- 
selves of the invention to clean their 
trees and vines of all kinds of noxious 
insects. 

Whether this substance would be of 
use to Californta orchardists or not of 
course remains to be seen, but in any 
event they will welcome relief in this 


j direction from any source whatever.

BIG FRUIT-DEALING FIRM IN 
DISTRESS. 


Porter Bros. & Co. Have Callea n 
Meeting of Their Creditors in 


Heavy Advances in the Country 
and Inability te Collect 
Cause Trouble. 


Uniess Granted an Extension on 
Overdue Obligations They Will 
Be Obliged te Make an 
Assignment. 


(BY TELEGRAPTY TO THR ‘TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Porter Bros. & Co., dried- 
fruit dealers at Nos. 313 and $15 Davis 
Street, have called a meeting of their 
creditors, to be held tomorrow at the 
law offices of Chickering, Thomas & 
Gregory. They will then ask that they 
be granted an extension of time in 
which to meet their obligations, scme 
of which have already become. due, 
and others of which will have matured 
within the near future. 

The confession of financial. embar- 
rassment upon the part of Porter Bros. 
& Co., was a surprise, even to those 
who have had intimate business rela- 
tions with the house during a part or 
all of the eighteen years of its exist- 
ence. The credit of the house had al- 
ways been rated high, and the prompt- 
néss with which it has always met its 
accounts, coupled with the big business 
that it did, has given it a standing 
along the street, causing trade much 
surprise at the voluntary’ announce- 
ment which the house has made. Por- 
ter Bros. are among the oldest and 
most extensive dried-fruit dealers on 
the Coast. They have been established 
eighteen; years, and do an annual busi- 
ness of about $1,500,000. They own ex- 
tensive fruit farihs in Fresno and Santa 
Clara counties, and have their own 
warehouses at central points of supply 
in both sections. 

One of the firm, in speaking this 
evening of the causes which have made 
it necessary for the house to seek the 
favor of its creditors, said heavy ad- 
vances in the country,. inability to 
make _ collections, and slowness of 
movement in the dried-fruit trade were 
factors that composed the problem 
with which the hoyse has to deal. He 
said seven or eight years ago they had 
expended a great deal of money. in 
the purchase of fruit lands in differ- 
ent parts of the State, and the cost of 


| cultivating these lands, setting them to 


trees, and maintaining the orchards 
during the time’they were barren, had 
| been a heavy and constant burden, . 
During the past two months, he said, 
there has been practically no movement 
in dried fruit.

Boxes ws. Sacks. 


(Ohio Correspondetice of California 
Fruit Grower:) Noting the arguments, 
pro and con, in your last issues regard- 
ing the use of boxes and sacks in the 
marketing of California dried fruits, 
we are led to stggest that it might 
be well to get the opinions of the ditf- 
ferent receiving markets on the sub- 
ject with especial reference to the sell- 
ing advantages. Aside from there being 
a manifest difference in the freight in 
favor of boxes, there is little doubt 
‘that the majority of the trade prefer 
to buy in boxes at materially ad- 
vanced prices over sacks, providing 
they can feel assured that the contents 
of the boxes are straight goods. Deal- 
ers demanding sack goods are prin- 
cipally those who “work over” and box 
the fruit themseives, and not a few of 
them have a habit of making very in- 
ferior sack goods show up 4s first-class 
gocds (on the face) in boxes, and If 
there is any prejudice favoring sacks 
on the part of dealers who do their own 
boxing, it is principally on this ac- 
count. Why shouldn’t the trade prefer 
to buy dried fruits in neat, clean, sub- 
stantial boxes rather than in sacks, 
that after a little handling, no matter 
how careful, become dirty, grimy, torn, 
and the contents very often more or 
less wasted? Our experience has been 
that we can easily realize from one-half 
cent to a cent per pound more for box 
goods than for sack goods, and effect 
more and larger sales. 


Shearing of Sheep 
Australasia. 


(American Cultivator:) Nearly -all 
the very large stations in New South 
Wales and Queensland now have ma- 
chines installed in their sheds, which, 
like all other machinery, have come to 
stay. Owing to the very low prices. of 
stock and wool, the sales of machincs 
of late have not been so great as they 
otherwise would have been, but di- 
-rectly prices move up a little further 
there will probably be a large increase 
in this businéss. The advantages 
claimed for the machines are: First, 
that in the first year the increased 
quantity. of wool obtained by using 
them (equal to one-half pound per 
head) practically pays for the installa- 
tion when the number of sheep. put 
through amounts to 20,000 or over; sec- 
ond, that in. subsequent years. there is 
no wasty tip; also, that in lamb shear-

,ing the extra length of staple obtained. 


considerably increases the value of the 
‘wool, while the weight cut is also in- 
creased. It is not necessary for a man 
handling the machine to be an old 
shearer to be a success as a machine 
shearer. It has been found that 
tradesmen, such as coach-builders, 
blacksmiths, carpenters, or, in fact, 
any mechanics used to handling 
tools, make much better machine 
shearers as a rule than the old 
hand shearers. After a week's prac- 
tice a mechanic becomes quite ac- 
customed to the work, and as expert, 
if not more so, than, perhaps, a man 
who has been “hand” shearing for 
years. The greatest trouble that the 
beginner experiences is in handling the 
sheep, but this quickly comes by prac- 
tice. To get the most effective work 
out of .the machine the skins of the 
sheep have to be kept quite tight, like 
a drum head. This not only enables 
the machine to travel free and fast, 
ut it lessens the number of ridkes 
that are left on the sheep, and minit- 
mizes the cuts, because, with a ma- 
chine, sheep are only cut when a por- 
tion of the skin gets up between” the 
teeth of the comb or when the point of 


the skin gets tinder the teeth. Care 
ful statistics show that machine shears 


are on the whdle 20 per cent. faster 


than hand shears.

AT THE SEA’S MERCY 


THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF 
THE STRATHNEVIS. 


Her Propellor Drops and Goes 
to the Bottom—Nine Awful 
Weeks Adrift. 


The Miowera Takes Her in Tow, but 
the Hawecr Parts and They 
Meet no More. 


Dr. West Acquitted of the Charge of 
Murdering Addie Gilmour—The 
Arizona Intian Scare—San 
Berdoon, Notes. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 26. 
The steamship Strathnevis, which 
sailed from Tacoma on October 12 for 
the Orient, and was given up for lost, 
arrived in port at midnight in tow of 
the Steamer Mineola. The officers re- 
port a remarkable voyage, one filled 
with dangers and privations. On Mon- 
day afternoon last all hope of saving 
the vessel was abandoned, and life- 
rafts ahd boats were manned and pre- 
parations made for leaving the vessel, 
as she was in imminent danger of drift- 
ing ashore on Destruction Island. 

Grave fears are now entertained for 
the safety of the Australian steamship 
Miowera, which had the Strathnevis in 
tow for five days. The captain of the 
Miowera personally assured the chief 
officer of the disabled steamship’ that 
his vezrsel would stand by at all haz- 
ards to render assistance. Ten miles 
off Cape Filattery last Friday afternoon, 
during a heavy gale, the two steel 
hawsers parted suddenly, and the Mio- 
wera disappeared in the storm. The 
Miowera had had the Strathnevis in 
tow for five days, and- had exhausted 
the larger part of her fuel, and the 
master told Capt. Pattie that the Mio- 
wera would have to return to Puget 
Sound for coal. 

_ The log of the Strathnevis tells a 
story that is seldom duplicated in the 
annals of maritime history, and more 
especially in the North Pacific Ocean. 

Leaving Victoria on October 13, with 
165 passengers and forty-six officers 
and crew, with moderate weather the 
running was made at a speed of ten 
knots until October 20 at 7:40 o’clock in 
the morning tn lat. 49 deg. 14m. N., and 
long. 164 deg. 27m. . when the ship 
experienced a terrific shock, the crash 
sounding like an explosion of a cannon. 
The big steamer trembled fore and aft, 
and lay quivering. The shaft had 
snapped short off close to the propeller, 
which dropped clear of the vessel and 
went to the bottom. A strong north-' 
erly gale was coming on, and all sail 
was crowded on, which consisted of two 
small masts without yards, schooner 
rigged. 

The accident occurred about one 
hundred and eighty miles south of Una- 
Jaska. Slowly the gale carried the 
Strathnevis to the southwest, and it 
.was two days later before she could 
make any progress toward the east. 
From that time on, after temporary 
yards of a frail nature had been rigged, 
under a zigzag course she sailed slowly 
toward Cape Flattery until November 
19, when she fell in with the bark John 
Gamble, which was in lat. 49 deg. 3m. N. 
and long 145 deg. W., which was themost 
northern point reached. Southerly and 
easterly gales were then met and many 
backsets were encountered which 
lasted several days at a time. On De- 
cember 18 she was sighted by the 
Royal Mail steamer iowera, bound 
from Vancouver for wali, and at 
hoon was taken tow for Esquimalt. 
' Bvery day brought forth a heavy 
gate or tremendous ocean swells and 
the Strathnevis would get into the 
trough of the seas and roll frightfully. 
Unfortunately, the two-line of the four- 
inch steel hawsers parted at 1 o’clock 
the next miorning, after covering 106 

This serious mishap was not 
successfully overcome, owing to high 
seas and boisterous weather, until De- 
cember 20, all of which time the Mio- 
wera hovered close by, and then an- 
other steel hawser and twelve-inch 
manilla rope was gotten aboard and 
the Strathnevis again was taken in tow. 

Matters progressed favorably until 
last Monday evening, when Tatoosh light 
was a dozen miles distant, and then 
the steamers ran into a terrific south- 
west gale, accompanied by rain and 
thick weather. In the midst of this 
etorm both hawsers snapped and the 
rescuing steamer disappeared in the 
squall, leaving the Strathnevis helpless 
before the wind and sea, drifting to- 
ward shore in the vicinity of Desiruc- 
tion Island. 

A few hours before observations had 

taken, and it was then reckoned 
the steamer had about twenty miles 
to drift in an easterly direction before 
striking the coast. The situation ap- 
ent ay desperate. The sails were not 

enough to afford steering pywer 
and the machinery was powerless to 
render assistance. Both the passergers 
and crew realized the awful situstion 
and loudly did the Strathnevis’s whistle 
blow in vain for help. A consultation 
was held by Capt. Pattie and his of- 
ficers, and preparations were made to 
abandon the ship. Life-rafts and bouts 
were provisioned and all hanas were 
preparing for the worst. The gale con- 
tinued and rain fell in _ torrents. 

Through the uproar preparations were 
made for the last resort, when there 
came the dreadful roar of breakers 
bursting over Destruction Island. The 
roar sounded like artillery and struck 
the men’s hearts with a chill. 
steamer’s, whistle blew great  bhsts, 
but in vain. Capt. Pattie ordered the 
anchors placed over the bows, ready 
to let go The task was difficult indeed 
in such a sea. At an opportune time 
the gale commenced to moderate and 
the seas slowly subsided. The shore 
was only a few miles distant and the 
lead noted thirty-eight fathoms of 
water. 

At 2 o’clock Tuesday morning the 
port anchor was dropped, but it failed 
to stop the progress of the ship, and 
she steadily drifted broadside onto the 
shore. Slowly~-the chain swung her 
head out to sea, though the strain was 
so intense that the windlass could’ not 
check it, and the anchor and chain ran 
out and went to the- bottom. Qu -ckly 
all hands turned to end got the star- 
board anchor down, which held, and 
the big steamship swung her bow out 
to sea, chaffed away as though anxious 
to break away and drift on to the 
rocks and certain destruction. 

Morning dawned and not a sail or 
vestige of smoke obscured the hori- 
zon. At 10 o’clock, though the danger- 
ous sea was running high, Purser Mc- 
Donald, Second Officer Bain and three 
Japanese volunteered to make the 
attempt to reach the Destruction Isl- 
and in a small boat, in hopes of téle- 
graphing to Port Townsend for assist- 
ance, 

At noon Tuesday the steamship Mine- 
ola, Capt. Pillsbury, from Tacoma for 
San Francisco, came in sight and of- 
fered its services. She was closely fol- 
lowed by the Nicaraguan steamer Costa 
Rica After agreeing to leave the 
question of compensation to the courts 
the Mineola took the Strathnevis at 4 
o'clock, intending to go to Victoria, 
but the weather was not such as to 
warrant vessels going there. Just af- 
ter taking her in tow the  hawser 
perted, and the ship began to Grift 
eshore. However, another hawser was 
gotten on board, and the vessel 


was 
brought to Port Townsend. For the 
last two weeks the principal § diet 


aboard has been salmon, flour and con- 
densed food. 
The day before the Strathnevis was 


taken in tow, Capt. Pattie and his offi- 
cers, after realizing how steadily the 
was drifting southward, de- 
to head for San Francisco or 
some port in California. Next day the 
Miowera hove in sight and the plan 


Immediately after the breaking down 
improvised yards were placed on the 
masts, and all spare canvas awnings 
were utilized for sails, which were used 
with more or less success. At the 
times when the gales were severe the 
storm tore the sails into shreds. At 
various stages of the voyage every- 
thing indicated they were drifting con- 
tinuously south, which ultimately 
would bring the vessel into smooth 
water, in anticipation of which Chief 
Engineer Rose and assistants con- 
structed a jury propeller eight feet in 
diameter, built out of quarter-inch 
plates which were riveted and ee 
in such a manner as to “Insure 
strength and durability. It was in- 
tended that the propeller should be 
bolted with twenty-one-inch studs into 
the broken end of the shaft, which, be- 
ing almost square across, made the 
idea quite feasible, and doubtiess would 
have been successfully carried out had 
the weather moderated sufficiently for 
the vessel to have been tipped forward 
‘in safety so that the propeller could 
have been shipped on the shaft. 

During the nine weeks that the 
Strathnevis was adrift and disabled 
she encountered continuous gales and 
heavy seas. The vessel lay almost all 
the time in the trough of the sea, and 
rolled frightfully, but shipped very lit- 
tle water, and the cargo was not dam- 
aged in the least. The officers and 
crew, when they arrived in port, were 
thoroughly exhausted and worn out. 
The passengers enjoyed fairly good 
health. One elderly Japanese died of 
catarrh of the stomach on November 
23, and was buried at sea. Much un- 
easiness is felt for the safety of the 
boat containing Purser McDonald and 
four men who left the steamer, intend- 
ing to land on Destruction Island. The 
coast is particularly rough and lined 
with jagged rocks on which several 
vessels in recent years have been 
wrecked and a dozen or more lives 
lost. The hope is held out that he may 
have landed at Quilayute, an Indian 
village, in which event they would not 
arrive here for weeks, as traveling 
along the coast at this time of the year 
is particularly dangerous. 

What has become of the Miowera is 
the serious question now confronting 
shipping men. The officers and crew 
of the Strathnevis refuse to believe 
that she would want only to abandon 
them in such a perilous position, ten 
miles from a dangerous coast and in a 
gale from the west. The captain of 
the Australian steamer said he would 
have to return to the Sound for fuel, 
as the supply he had on hand would 
not last for a voyage to Australia. 
The price of coal in Honolulu is $10 a 
ton. Another remarkable and very 
strange feature about the Miowera is 
that when her hawsers parted she did 
not blow any danger-signal blasts. 
The whistle on the Strathnevis was 
blown continuously at short intervals, 
but no answer came. The Miowera is 
a valuable vessel, costing about $750.- 
000, and is subsidized by the British 
government and the Australien gov- 
ernment to carry the mails. The terms 
of the contract forbid delays in any 
nature except to save lives. If the 
Miowera is lost her owners will be un- 
able to collect any insurance, owing to 
the dangerous work she was enge red 
in when trying to save the Strathn @ s.

fast crystallizing into the bellef that 
when the cables with which she was 
towing the Strathnevis parted, they be-| 
came entangled in the propeller and put 
the Australian liner at the mercy of tha | 
elements. The Miowera is three- 
masted schooner-rigged vessel and car- 
ried three yards for the foremast, which 
enables her to carry a liberal amoant 
of canvas. The idea in some quarters 
prevails that she may have had suffi- 
cient sail to keep her clear of land, so 
that she could stand cut to sea.. 

Since Monday night, when the steam- 
ers parted company, a dozen vessels 
Wave come im by the cape, thoroughly 
covering the area from west to south- 
west of Cape Flattery, but there was no 
signs of the missing steamer. Capt. 
Pattie and his officers refuse to believe 
that the Miowera, after towing for five 
days and coming back over 700 miles 
of her track to within ten miles of Gan 
Juan de Fuca, with the larger part of 
her fuel exhausted, would deliberately 
abandon the Strathnevis on the lee 
shore of a rocky coast where destruc- 
tion seemed inevitable. 


Only once did the Chinese passengers 
on the Strathnevis evince a disposition 
to disobey the officers, and then a dis- 
play of a chest of firearms brought the 
belligerents into subjection. They ob- 
jected to the qviality of the food, but 
as soon as the mtter was explained to 
the intelligent Chinese no further trou- 
ble followed.

LIGHTING THE CITY. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 26.—Ow- 
ing to a conflict of opinion between the 
City Trustees and the Electric Light 
and Power Company as to the price of 
lights, for the past few weeks the city 
has been in darkness. Tonight new 
bids were opened and were as follows: 
Electric Light and Power Company, $7 
per month for lights of 2000 candle- 
power; San Antonio Light and Power 
Company, $6.50; San Bernardino Elec- 
tric Company, $5.90. The latter bid wes 
accepted and the contract awarded. 
The latter price is said to be the cheap- 
est in the United States. 

The San Bernardino Electric Com- 
pany is owned by Charles R. Lloyd of 
San Francisco, and develops power by 
the water of Warm Creek. Lloyd an- 
nounced to the board that he was in- 
terested in running the street car lines 
of the city by electricity, and was 
backed in the latter proposition by the 
Santa Fe Railroad Company. It is 
proposed to run electric cars from the 
Santa Fe depot to Hatlem Springs.

A Contra Costa Poultryman’s Ways. 

J. H. Holt of Lafayette, Contra Costa 
county. sends to the Poultry Keeper 
his system of poultry management and 
his results, as follows: 

My etock is the Black Minorca and 
Houdans. Since last November I have 
fed them on alfalfa, up to about Janu- 
ary 15. Since that time I have cut 
grass, weeds and mustard stalks, whica 
I tun through a fodder-cutter, cutting 
it one-quarter of an inch long. For 150 
fowls I use ten pounds of bran, two 
pounds of oilcake meal, one pound of 
cocoanut meal daily, which costs as fol- 
lows: Bran, 10 cents; oilcake meal, 3% 
cents; cocoanut meal, 1 cent; total, 15 
cents for the 150 hens for one day. 
When feeding alfalfa I only used five 
pounds of bran, 5 cents; about eight 
pounds of hay, 4 cents; feeding perhaps 
eight pounds of corn, 8 cents; total, 
17 cents. 

But what I thought more interesting 
is my present mode of feeding. I feed 
twenty-five gallons of cut green stuff, 
which costs nothing but the labor, as 
I have to mow my lawn before I can 
plow it; then I give bran, etc., as noted. 
I have not had a sick fowl for two 


years, and none ever looked finer than. 


ours at the present time, and they are 
constantly increasing in egg produc- 
tion, giving yesterday eighty-six eggs. 
We have no mites in our houses, using 
crude petroleum on the perches and 
a good supply of ashes under them. My 
neighbor uses a great deal of wheat 
middlings, etc., and often has sick 
fowls, while we have none. Last sea- 
son, when he was selling his eggs for 
11 cents, I was getting 17 cents; he sold 
here and I sent my eggs to the city, 
always getting about quotations, as 
my eggs are all of one kind, while his 
eges are from common mixed stock, 
and this should be a consideration 
with all who go into the business. By 
all means use thoroughbreds and the 
be 


st. 

I will add that from this time I shall 
vary the feed a little, giving less grass 
and some wheat instead. Every one 
must use his or her own judgment in 
these matters, but I.have found that 
hens fed as above are perfectly healthy 
and could not look better, and mine lay 
better than when using feed that cost 
me three times as much heretofore. 


What Grapes to Piant. 


A grape-grower of Fresno county, 
writing to the Republican of the rela- 
tive values of grapes says: 

“The following figures will prove the 
difference in favor of planting Zinfan- 
del as against Cabernet Sauvignon, 
vines the same age, three years old 
from the graft. 

“The Zinfandel will yield three tons 
per acre, which at $14.50 per ton equals 
$43.50, less picking at $1.25 per ton, 
equals, $3.75, leaving a balance per acre 
of $39.75. The Cabernet Sauvignon will 
yield (possibly) one ton per acre, which 
at $15 per ton, less $2.50 per ton to 
pick, leaves $12.50 per acre. 

“To make Cabernet Sauvignon pay 
the grower the same as the Zinfandel 
at $14.50 per ton, he must receive fully 
$45 per ton for his grapes, owing to the 
extra cost in working and shy bear- 
ing.”

ciency of revenue, then presently they 
will come back again to draw $60,00%,- 
000 more from the treasury which we 
must supply by selling $59,000,000 more 
of bonds. The suggestion, therefore, 
that we need no more revenue because 
we have a cash balance of $50,000,000 
of government notes on the treasury 
that can be used to pay any deficiency 
for the next twelve months is in effect 
a proposition to issue that amount of 
bonds to meet a deficiency which 
should be met at once by providing 
that revenue. In other words, those 
who oppose raising more revenue in 
such a situation in effect, whether they 
intend to do so or not, favor borroving 
in preference to paying 4s we go along. 

“Your committee believes that it is 
the duty of the House of Representa- 
tives to which body the Constitution 
commits the inauguration of revenue 
bills, to frame and pass a measure that 
will yield not far from $49.000,000, suffi- 
cient to put an end to a deficiency, and 
to do this without delay. too, leaving 
to others whose co-operation its re- 
quired to finally place such legislation 
on the statute books to meet the re- 
sponsibility in their own way.” 

“The President’s special message, at- 
ting forth so pointedly th> seriousness 
of the situation and the necessity for 
the promptest action, only emphasizes 
the duty of the House. 

“In response tothe urgent call of the 
President, your committee has felt im- 
pelled to act with all possible dispatch. 
Two facts have led your committee to 
look to an increase of customs duties 
as the most appropriate source of reve- 
nue. They are, first, the fact that we 
are already raising a disproportionate 
amount from internal revenue, which 
has always been regardei as a war 
resort, indeed, Jefferson took the ground 
that excise taxes should nwt be resorted 
to by the !Federal government as 
sources of revenue in time of peace, 
and the Democratic National Conven- 
tion maintained the same doctrine fm 
1894, and, secondly, the fact that by 
increasing customs duties on imported 
articles, which we can and ought to 
produce or make at home. for revenue 
purposes, we can at the same time inci- 
dentally encourage stricken industries 
and materially aid in turning in our 
favor the balance of trade which has 
been so heavily against us all through 
this calendar year, and which has 
caused a demand for gold for export 
which our treasury has been called 
upon to supply. For so long as the 
balance of trade is against us on ac- 
count of ‘the excessive imports, we must 
export gold, or, what is the same thing, 
promises to pay goid, to pay for the 
excess of {imports over exports. 

“Your committee has not undertaken 
a general revision of the t:xiriff on pro- 
tection lines @s a majority hope can 
be done in 1897-98, not only because they 
know that such tariff legislation would 
stand no chance, after becoming A law, 
but also because general tariff rev‘sion 


need is more revenue at once. We be- 
lieve, however, that this need of more 
revenue is so great that the simple 
measure increasing’ all duty of the du- 
tlable st and taking from the free 
list of the present tariff a few articles 
that were always on the dutiable lst 
until Augwst £7, 1831, and which have 
always been important revonue-produc- 
ers, 2nd limiting the operation of such 
legislation to about two years and a 
half, unt!] the present eceficiency of 
revenue is overcome, ought to recaive 
the approval even of those who do not 
favor protective duties. on peiriotic 
grounds; and that the fact that it may 
incidentally encourage the produetien 
of many articles that we requir a2. 
home instead of abroad will not be.re- 
garded as a ground of opposition under 
presen: circumsiances. 

“In framing the bill submitted for 
your consideration, it has been neces- 
sary, if action was to be had promptly, 
to resort to a considerable extent to a 
horizontal rate of duties, for the rea- 
son that it would have required months 
to deal with each article separately. 
Horizontal dealings with the tariff can- 
not be justified in ordinary times, but 
in such an exigency as now exists, so 
serious that the President felt ii his 
duty to send us a special méssage of 
extreme urgency, and especially for a 
limited time, it is not only defensible, 
but is the only alternative. 

“But, while we have presented in the 
brief measure reported, a horizontal in- 
crease of 15 per cent. of existing duties 
on all the schedule but two, which ig 
an addition cf less than 8 per cent 
the average ad valorem rate, zivivg 
about $15,000,000 from that source; yet 
more than $25,000,000 of the $40,009,000 
which it is estimated the bill would add 
to our annual revenue will eome mainly 
from Wool, which is taken from the free 
list and given a moderate duty, and 
from manufacturers of wool, , which 
are given 2 compensatory duty equiva- 


lent to the duty on wool, whi is al- 
ways necessary when a -luty placed 
on°*wool, in order to give e weol- 
grower the benefit and make ft possible 
to manufacture wooclens at hame.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—A caucus of 
Damocratic Senators has been called for 
11 o'clock tomorrow to pass upon the 
Steering Committee assignments to the 
Minority Committee places. The Steer- 
‘ng Committee was in session today, 
but as it did not entirely complete its 
work, another meating will be neces- 
sary before the caucus can act. It 
is quite definitely settled that Senator 
Mills will be assigned to the Demo- 
cratic vacancy on the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

WILL HAVE NO CAUCUS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—An attempt 
was made by several members of the 
House to secure a caucus of Republi- 
cans on the bond bill immediately af- 
ter the session tonight. The petition was 
started by several New York Republi- 
cans. The leaders discouraged the 
plan, however, and Mr. Hooker of New 
York, at the request of Speaker Reed, 
it is said, induced several signers to 
withdraw their names, so the move- 
ment fell through. 

The petition was addressed to the 
chairman of the caucus, Mr. Grosvenor, 
and besides asking for a caucus on the 
bond bill, made the general request 
that a caucus be called whenever party 
measures were to be considered in the 
House. 

A partial canvass of the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee shows that while there ‘s prac- 
tically unanitmily among them in de- 
siring the accomplishment of the object 
Mr. Hopkins’s amendment has in view, 
there ts some doubt concerning the ne- 
cessity for the amendmen: Members 
say that a careful examination of the 
laws will be made, and the question be 
thoroughly discussed in committee to- 
morrow, and that if the necessity for 
an amendment is developed in ti's par- 
ticular an amendment will be made. 

LATER. The Republican members 
of the House who are opposed to the 
bond bill to be voted on tomorrow met 
im caucus tonight at the Ebbitt House 
to mature plans for opposition. Forty 
members representing twenty-three 
States, were present, The sentiment of 
the caucus, as it was voiced in numer- 
ous Speeches, was !n opposition to the 
-Ssue of bonds in time of peace, and 
that the greenbacks ought not to be 
retired. At least, not in the manner 
preecribed by the bill.

MEGULAL ASSUCIATND PRESS REPORT.» 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—In antic!- 

pation of a field-day in the House 
t(day over the passage of the 
tariff bill which was agreed on by the 
Ways and Means Committee, great 
crowds were attracted to the Capitol. 
Most of the Members who had gone 
home for the holidays hurriedly re- 
turned, and the attendance on the floor 
was almost as large as at the opening 
of the session. In addition, many Sen- 
ators were present. Immediately after 
the reading of the journal, Mr. Dingley, 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, reported the revenue bill, which 
the Speaker forthwith referred to a 
committee of the whole house. 

Mr. Crisp ot Georgia of the House 
minority said that the House minority 
had had no opportunity to prepare and 
tile the views of the minority. 

Mr. Henderson of lIowa, from the 
Committee on Rules, then presented 
the special order under which the 
House must operate. It was ironclad 
in its character. It provided that, im- 
mediately after the adoption of the 
order, it would be in order to call up 
the revenue bill just presented by Mr. 
Dingley, and that the debate should 
run until 5 o’clock, when, without in- 
tervening motion, the vote should be 
taken on the passage of the bill. Mr. 
Henderson demanded the previous 
question on the adoption of the motion, 
which was ordered without division. 

Mr. Henderson then took the floor 
and explained briefly the urgency 
which necessitated such summary ac- 
tion of the House on such an impor- 
tant measure. 

Mr. Crisp called the attention of the 
House to the effect of the rule under 
which it was proposed to operate, and 
asked every.member to weigh his re- 
sponsibility when he voted for it.. He 
protested against the use of the whip 
and spur for the passage of this bill 
before the opinion of the experts of 
the Treasury Department could be ob- 
tained as to its effect. 

Mr. Linney of North Carolina af- 
ter: first stating that, as a Republican. 
he favored the measure which it was 
proposed to pass, asked if this rule 
would not extend to Democrats the 
privilege of offering amendments be- 
fore the vote was taken. 

“It will not,” replied Mr. Henderson. 

The Democrats applauded this reply, 
and Mr. Crisp affirmed that the 
truth regarding the purpose of the rule 
had only been half elicited by this 
question. and response.

The Republican 
parity has returned to power in the leg- 
islative branch of the government. It 
will soon have the executive and then 
never again will our integrity be put in 
question.” He declared that the Demo-

The bill was then read by the direc- 
tion of Speaker Reed, who said that 
Mr. Dingley would be recognized to. 
control the time on one side and Mr. 
Crisp on the other. 

Mr. Dingley took the floor im ad- 
vocacy of the bill, and said the Repub- 
licans had assumed the responsibility 
placed on them by the President in a 
patriotic manner, and had gone to 
work to prepare measures to meet the 
treasury situation. He then launched 
into an explanation of the cause of the 
existing weakness of the treasury, fol- 
lowing closely the lines of his report 
of the bill. It was only when sufficient 
revenue came into the treasury that 
the gold reserve could be protected. 
The Ways and Means Cimmittee had 
decided that these revenues should be 
obtained from customs duties for two 
reasois: First, over $150,000,.000 
now being raised for the excise taxes, 
and it was a well-founded policy of 
the government in time of peace to ob- 
tain the bulk of the revenues from du- 
ties on imports. 

Second, an increase of customs duties 
would tend to turn the balance of trade 
in our faver. Mr. Dingley contended 
that the gold would go abroad to pay 
the balance against us. The bili pro- 
posed by the committee in the next 
two and a half years, during which it 
was to operate, would raise about $40,- 
000,000 to ston the deficiency that was 
causing the disaster. Mr. Dingley then 
expained in detail, ashe did in his re- 
pert, arguments that head obtained in 
fixing the duties on wool and woolens, 
Sumber, etc., which were not included In 
the horizontal increase of 15 per cent. 
He closed with an explanation that 
this was not a general bill, and said 
that the general change needec would 
be postponed until the other branches 
ef the government were in harmony 
with the House. 

Mr. Crisp. who followed Mr. Dingley, 
said the letter had asserted that this 
extraordinary bill had been, precipi- 
tated upon the country and the extraor- 
dinary spectacle created by the 
President’s message. In making this 
assertion Mr. Dincvley had not observed 
his usual care. It was true, Mr. Crisp 
confessed, that the daily receipts were 
smaller thon the daily expenses, but 
there was a surplus in the vaults of 
the treasury sufficient to meet any 
probable deficiency three times over. 
It was not a question of borrowing 
money, but a question of using an 
asset which we have already, a ques- 
tion of getting money to pile up in the 
treasury. Mr. Crisp then proceeded to 
argue that the McKinley law had been 
responsible for whatever deficiency 
there was. He instanced the fact that 
the receipts under this law had fallen 
off, until during the four months pre- 
ceding the inauguration of Mr. Cleve- 
land. there was a deficiency of over 
$4,000,000. This shortage had, he said, 
occurred under a law which was the 
peculiar pet of the Republican party. 

Furthermore, he had understood Mr. 
Dingley to say there had been no ex- 
portation of gold previous to the in- 
auguration of the Democratic adminis- 
tration, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
more than $58,000,000 of goid had been 
sent abroad during the nine months 
immediately preceding March, 1893. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania said the 
pending measure was not a Republican 
tariff bill. It corrected none of the in- 
equalities of the present law. It was 
an emergency measure formulated un- 
der the whip and spur of a pressing 
necessity, and history would record 
it to be a conspicuous tribute to the 
patriotism of the Republican party, 
which had risen above party lines to 
respond to the summons of a Demo- 
cratic President. 

Mr. Crisp yielded a few minutes to 
Mr. Bell of Colorado, who, upon be- 
half of the Populists, denounced this 
attempt to pass a general tariff b'll. 

Mr. Dockery of Missouri declared 
that the adverse business conditions 
that obtained under the McKinley law 
in 1892 had caused the overthrow of 
the Republican party in the fall of that 
year. Thege adverse conditions, he as- 
serted, compeiled the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Foster, to use $54,000,000 
of trust funds. Even with the use of 
that money he insisted that the treas- 
ury was on the threshhold of a bond 
issue when Mr. Cleveland was in- 
augurated. He produced something of 
a sensation by holding up and reading 
Secretary Foster’s original order to the 
chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing to “prepare with all possible 
haste” the plates for a bond issue. 

Mr. Hapkins of Illinois asked him if 
the other side did not believe the pend- 
ing bill would erlieve the situation had 
they not suggested some remedy.

The bureau has endeavored by all 
means in its power to find any olee- 
margarine in the State, and none could 
be found unt the assistant agent of 
the bureau at Los Angeles reported 
thet a carload of oleomargarine had 
been received by W. H. Maurice at Los 
Angeles from the Armour Packing Com- 
pany at Kansas City.’ 

It has been found that there are but 
two licenses to sell cleomargarine in this 
State, and they cover Los Angeles. 
Most of the product goes to Arizona. 


Beet Sugar in Germany. 

The Rural New Yorker of November 
16, contained the following interesting 
statistics: “During the past season 
there were made in #5 German beet- 
sugar factories, 4,102,837.760 pounds of 
sugar. It required 1,100,000 acres of 
land to produce the beets, which 
brought, at the factories, $3.50 per ton. 
The great proportion of this vast lump 
of sweetness will be sent to England 
and America. The beet-sugar business 
has been of great help to German 
farmers. It has given German agricul- 
ture a new industry. This country is 
spending $100,000,000 or more each year 
for foreign sugar. Out on the Western 
plains are vast areas of land where.su- 
gar-beets would grow to perfection. 
Americans now on them are barely 
making a living raising grain They 
stick to grain because it is the only 
product for which they can obtain cash, 
If we could buy our sugar of them, in- 
stead of French and German farmers, 
every American would be better off.”

and Means Committee and passed, after 
a brief debate, by a vote of 205 to $1. 
This was practically a party vote. The 
Republicans have 245 votes in the 
House to the Democrats 104, but there 
are several absentees on both sides, 
henoe the vote was not a full one. It 
was sufficiently so, however, for all 
practical purposes, and indicates that 
the Republicans of the House are in 
harmony on the question of increasing 
the revenue as a means of partial re- 
lief from the “predicament” so plaint- 
ively complained of by President Cleve- 
land. 

Today the bond bill, which is de- 
signed to complete the measure of re- 
lief, is to be voted upon. That it will 
pass the House—perhaps with some 
slight modification—is altogether prob- 
able. Its provisions have already been 
noted in these columns. There can be 
no reasona ble doubt that: these two 
measures, if enacted into law, would 
completely and admirably meet the 
emergency for which they are designed. 
Their provisions are not altogether on 
the lines suggested by President 
Cleveland, but they would undoubt- 
edly accomplish the desired result. 

Whether either bill can pass the 
Senate is as yet a matter for conjecc- 
ture, No such unanimity as exists in 
the House can be expected in that 
body, which is almost equally divided 
between Republicans and Democrats, 
with the Populist Senators holding the 
balance of power. There are good rea- 
sons for believing that neither of these 
measures. will receive the sanction of 
the Senate, though both may unex- 
pectedly do so. 

As regards the President's attitude, 
conjecture is all at sea. this con- 
nection, however, the Washington dis- 
patch, printed elsewhere in this issue, 
stating that Mr.Cleveland has virtually 
consented to approve thése bills, if 
they come to him, is of unusual inter- 
est. Should this report be verified, it 
may have some effect in inducing 
Democratic Senators who are favorable 
to the administration to vote for both 
measures, thus insuring their passage. 

The developments of the next few 
days in Washington will be watched 
with impatient interest by the people 
of the entire nation. They will be 
fraught with the greatest importance. 
If a spirit of mutual concession pre- 
vails, tempered and dominated by an 
earnest desire on the part of all con- 
cerned to subserve only the public 
good, order may speedily be evolved 
out of the present chaotic state of af- 
fairs, and all will be well. If, on the 
ether hand, partisanism is permitted 
to hav® sway, no one can predict what 
grave consequences may follow. Reme- 
dial legislation would in such an event 
be blocked indefinitely, existing ills 
would be aggravated, and mattens 
would rapidly go from bad to worse. 
It is a time for moderation, for for- 
bearance, for mutual concessions, and 
more than all, for statesmanship of 
the highest order. May all these pre- 
vail! 


DEBS HEARD FROM. 


E. V. Debs, in a letter of sympathy 
to W. H. Clune of this city, states that 
the A.R.U. is gaining ground in the 
East, and adds: 

“In some places they are silent for 
the sake of getting bread for their 
families, but all their heart-throbs are 
of the A.R.U. variety. They simply 
wait and watch for the earliest oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their attachment 
and love for the order. With thou- 
sands and thousands of such sturdy 
men all over the country, it is simply 
impossible to defeat the movement. It 
may be retarded, but the stream of 
sentiment rises steadily, and in due 
course of time it will have force 
enough to sweep everything before it, 
and to more than make up for the 
temporary delays and impediments.” 

What does Debs mean when he says 
that “the stream of sentiment’ will in 
due course of time “have force enough 
to sweep everything before it?” Does 


A.R.U. feels strong enough to carry on 
such a conflict? If this is Debs’s 
meaning, he is lying under a serious 
misapprehension if he supposes that 
another general railroad strike would 
be any more successful than was the 
one which he inaugurated ita 1894. It 
is doubtful, in fact, whether another 
such strike could be maintained for 
anywhere near so great a length of 
time as the strike of last year con- 
tinued. The experience then gained 
has taught the authorities how to deal 
with such disturbances to better ad- 
vantage, and there would be prompt 
and decisive action in some matters 
where before tere was temporizing.

A Washington dispatch states that 
another bond issue, for $100,000,000, 
will in all probability be authorized 
within a day or two.

But when, this morning, I read that 
again they had been feasted on Christ- 
mas day, I can no longer restrain my- 
self, but must, through the columns of 
your valuable paper, ask why it is? 
In our heautiful city there are families 
in want and*misery, and little chil- 
dren in them who, if they are not starv- 
ing, searcely know the meaning of 
Christmas cheer.

CAN BE NO SECESSION. 


Ex-Presidemt Harrison Declares it to 
Be a Comstitutional Impossibility, 


“Our government is not a confedera- 
tion of States, but as strictly a gov- 
ernment of the people as is any State 
government,” writes ex-President Har- 
rison, discussing “This Country of 
Ours,” in January Ladies’ Home Jcur- 
mal. “It is true that the vote upon the 
adoption originally and the vote upon 
amendments is by States, in State con- 
ventions or in State Legislatures, ond 
that in various other ways the States 
are recognized and used In the adminis- 
tration of the national government. It 
‘could hardly have been otherwise. But 
the construction of Mr. Calhoun and of 
the Secessionists that our Constitution 
is a mere compact between independent 
States; that any State may withdraw 
from the Union for any breach of the 
conditions of the compact, and that 
each State is to judge for itself whether 
the compact has been broken, has no 
support either in the history of the 
adoption of the Constitution or in the 
text of the instrument itself. The Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States 
take hold of and deal with cach in- 
dividual, not as a citizen of this or that 
State, but as a citizen of the United 
States. Each of us owes allegiance to 
the United States—to obey and sup- 
port its Constitution and laws, and no 
act nor ordinance of any State can ab- 
solve us or make it lawful for us to dis- 
obey the laws or resist the authority 
of the United States. We owe another 
allegiance, each to his own tate, to 
support and obey its Constitution and 
laws, provided these do not conflict 
with the Constitution and laws of the 
United States. . The question 
whether an act of Congress is unconsti- 
tutional, or whether an act of any of- 
ficer of the United States, done of- 
ficially, is unauthorized, must, of 
course, be decided by the courts of the 
“United States—in the last resort by the 
Supreme Court. A power in a State 
court finally to declare a law of the 
United States invalid would be destruc- 
tive of national authority, and, indeed, 
of the national existence. There can 
be, in a proper constitutional sense, no 
secession and no war between a State 
and the United States, for no ordit 
nance repudiating the national author- 
ity or organizing resistance to it can 
have any legal sanction, even when 
passed by a State Legislature.” 


BEAUTIES OF REMINISCENCE. 


The Most Natural Years of Our Lives 
are Those of Childhood. 


In the Ladies’ Home Journal Rev. 
Charles H. Parkhurst, D.D., in an ad- 
mirable article on “The Memories of 
Our Childhood Homes,” writes that, 
“Reminiscence makes us little even 
when we are old, and helps to keep us 
pure and fresh with the springtime 
that was in us a score or a generation 
of years ago. A boy can never become 
utterly bad so long as there remains 
with him a memory of his father and 
mother in the act and attitude of 
prayer. The time may come with the 
hardening and chilling process of the 
years when he will himself cease to 
pray, but from the canvas long ago 
painted there will never fade the fig- 
ures of those, now asleep, whose heads 
were seen day by day bent in humble, 
confiding worship, and who in inspired 
priestliness laid the morning sacrifice 
upon ‘the family altar; and the mem- 
ory of father’s and mother's prayer 
helps, at any rate, to keep alive in us 
our own possibilities of prayer. 

“The most natural years of our lives 
we live while we are children, and 
there is always rest and purification in 
getting back into touch with them. 
When the burdens press a little heav- 
ily, and the future is thick with un- 
certainty, the wish will sometimes 
shape itself that we might be back 
again among our free, fresh, childish 
days. We de not tinderstand it very 
well, but there is something gone that 
we would dearly love to have back. 
Those may seem to have been rather 
unproductive afternoons that we used 
to spend up in the garret, listening, in 
the pauses of our merry-making, to 
the rain pattering on the roof, and we 
so dry and. sheltered underneath, but

Examination of New York Policemen. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) The effort of the 
Police Commissioners of New York, 
under the reform regime, to make the 
police force of the city better than it 
was in the days of its woful degen- 
eration under Tammany rule, has not 
been confined to the infusion of a spirit 
of common decency and common hon- 
esty among the rank and file, The 
commissioners are getting better men 
physically for policemen than ever be- 
fore. The standard for the physical 
examination as been raised from 5 to 
10 per cent In some of the important 
tests since Mr. Roosevelt and his col- 
leagues took hold of the department. 

Every applicant for appointment to 
the police force of New York city has 
to undergo three distinct éxaminations. 
The first is a medical, the secoénd a men- 
tal and the third a physical examina- 
tion. They are all conducted ywnder 
civil-service rules, and all are rigid. 
Probably the physical examination is 
the one most dreaded. 

This examination is conducted by Dr. 
A. H. Brown in a little gymnasium on 
the top floor of the Criminal Courts 
building. It is designed to test the 
strength and muscular development of 
the applicant. The development is 
} noted by a series of measurements of 
chest, waist, abdomen, arms and legs. 
The data as to strength are secured by 
actual tests. Gauges have been ad- 
justed to certain intruments, and when 
the dials show that certain marks— 
fixed after much study and experi- 
ence—are reached, a percentage of 100 
is recorded. A man, for example, who 
can make the dial on the machine for 
‘testing the capacity. of the lungs reach 
the figures 320, gets 100 in that test. 
On the dial for testing the strength of 
the lungs he must make a record of 
25. Probably the test for the arms is 
the most exhaustive. To get 100 the 
applicant must hang from a ladder 
and pull his chin up to his hands ten 
times. He must then lower and raise 
himself ten times on parallel bars. Few 
ever accomplish this. Tests are made 
of the strength of the back, arms and 
legs, the muscles in the chest and ab- 
domen. The “grip’’ of a candidate is 
shown in what is called the “traction 
pull,” and is also most difficult. <A 
final test of agility,is made by jump- 
ing. 

All measurements are taken when 
the men are stripped. No man can be 
appointed a policeman who does not re- 
ceive at least 60 per cent. in develop- 
ment and 60 per cent in strength. In 
the development test muscular condi- 
tion is the most important factor. In 
the strength test, agility, arm and leg 
power and lung capacity count as most 
important. Between 5 and 10 per cent 
of those who pass the medical and 
mental examinations fail in the gym- 
nasium test.

A Vineless Sweet Potate. 


The Texas Experiment _ station 
gent out an interesting bulletin re- 
cently from which wa clip the 
following: “Perhaps no other vegetable 
novelty which has been introduced in 
the South In recent years bas caused 
more comment than the vineless sweet 


passed, and the value of this variety, 
like that of the bunch Mma bean, hes 
been established beyond question. In 
Bulletin No. 28 we stated that the tops 
of the vines (leaves ‘and stems) could be 
out with a mower. It has been stated 
as an objection that the ground is 
usually too rough to run a mower over. 
With nearly a level culture we have 
grown over three hundred bushels per 
acre of this variety, and all the tops 
could have been easily cut with @ 
mower. The high value of the tops 
for feed has been proven, but it ia best 
to feed them green, as they do not cure 
well. Frequently it is a good practice 
to mow off the heavy tops and leave 
the gritty runners on the ground.”

The City Council yesterday awarded 
the contract for sweeping the paved 
streets to W. Budinger. The taking of 
testimony in the street department in- 
yesticgation was continued yesterday 
before the Board of Public Works. A 
number of changes in the fire depart- 
ment force were made by the Board of 
Fire Commissioners. 

Only two departments of the Su- 
perior Court were open yesterday. Jus- 
tice Young held court in spite of the 
holidays, and the Board of Supervisors : 
held its regular session. The county 
offices were open, but not much busi- 
ness was doing, and the entire Court- 
house seemed to be taking a rest. 


AT THE CITY HALL 


CITY COUNCIL. 
Budinger Awarded the Contract to 
Sweep the City Streets. 


The Council met in adjourned session 
yesterday morning to receive the report 
of the Board of Public Works, in the 
matter of street-sweeping bids. The 
report was as follows: 

“Your Board of Public Works re- 
spectfully reports recommending that 
the bid of William Budinger to sweep 
the paved streets of the city at $8.37 
per mile be accepted, and that the City 
Attorney be instructed to prepare and 
present the necessary contract and 
bond as per advertisement. We also 
recommend that the City Attorney be 
instructed to present the necessary or- 
dinance doing away with the four gut- 
ter-sweepers and two carts with driv- 
ers, thus making a saving to the city of 
about $15 per day. 

“Your board beg leave to say in this 
connection that they believe the street- 
sweeping specifications require the con- 
tractor to keep the gutters clean, as 
they are part of the street, and that 
this expense should be saved the city. 
The advertisement under which this bid 
was received requires the contractor to 
deliver all street-sweepings at such 
public parks as the Superintendent of 
Parks may direct, and this will make 
an additional saving to the city.” The 
report was adopted, Councilmen Savage 
and Bianchard alone voting “No.” 

The Sewer Committee reported, in 
the matter of the pipe line on Orange 
Street which is claimed by Ramish & 
Marsh to obstruct their work in laying 
@ sewer there, recommending that the 
matter be referred to the City Attor- 
ney, as some legal points seemed to be 
involved in the case which the com- 
mittee could:not pass upon. This re- 
port was adopted by the Council in 
spite of the objections cf Contractor 
Ramish, who was present and urged 
immediate action in the matter. 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
fill the wash on Main street between 
Washington and Adams.

Real estate dealers have suffered in. 
common with those engaged in almost 
every other line of business except the 
retailers during the past week, owing 
to-the- holidays, and the amount of busi- 
ne#s done has been very limited. It is, 
however, expected that several sales of 
importance will be effected after the 
Ist, or as soon as the holidays are over. 

NEW TRACTS. 

It is probable that in the early part 
of the coming year quite a number of 
new subdivisions will be placed on the 
market in the city, especially along the 
line of new street railroads and their 
extensions. Arrangements have been 
about completed to place on the market 
a new tract in the southern part of the 
city, near Central avenue. Several oth- 
ers are being talked of in the north- 
western part of the city, along the line 
of the Bellevue-avenue electric road, 
while the construction of the new elec- 
tric line to Boyle Heights is certain to 
be followed by the subdivision of sev- 
eral new tracts, 

COUNTRY PROPERTY. 

Meantime, little is. at present being 
done in the subdivision of country 
property. It looks as if the northern 
part of the State would soon get ahead 
of usin this direction There are quite a 
number of large enterprises under way 
in CentralCalifornia forthe subdivision 
of tracts of land, and theselling of them 
on easy terms, while in Southern Cali- 
fornia it is some time since anything of 
this kind has been attempted on a con- 
siderable scale. 

We should have something besides 
choice residence lots to show the crowds 
of Eastern igrants who re ex- 
pected during the coming yeari If we 
are not prepared to mieet thesé people 
with a good selection of lands of all 
descriptions for sale on easy terms, it is 
likely that a good’'mahy of them will 
drift into the northern part of the State, 
In other words, as The Times has fre- 
quently stated in commenting upon the 
difficulty of borrowing on country 
property, we must not fall-into the 
error of letting the city too much over- 
shadow the surrounding country. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC PROPERTY. 

It is announced from San Francisco 
that the Pacific Improvement Company, 
which is a branch of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, has determined to dis- 
pose of all real estate not absolutely re- 
quired. As a beginning, an augtion of 
land on Market and Mission streets, in 
San Francisco, worth about $500,000, 
will be held on January 16. 

In this neighborheod the company 
owns several pieces df property, which 
are not at present in active use, includ- 
ing one tract of twefity acres @ast of 
Alameda street and south of Seventh, 
and a piece of land at Shorb’s. The 
first-named tract was bought during 
the boom at a very high price, said to 
be $40,000. 

AN IDEAL TENEMENT. 

Los Angeles has not yet become so 
thickly populated that we are called 
upon to deal with a question that agi- 
tates the large cities of the East and 
fSurope, namely, the providing of hygi- 
enie and comfortable dwellings at a 
price. The fortunate work- 
ngman in Los Angeles, if he is at_all 
| rovident, May purchase a lot within 

asy distance of his factory or shop, 
hnd build a cottage thereon at a total 
hare of a few hundred dollars. In the 


arge cities of the Eagt the case is very 
ifferent, and much earnest effort has 
been devoted to consideration of the 
best plan for furnishing workingmen’s 
dwellings at prices that will not be be- 
yond the reach of the laboring classes, 
end at the same time yield a fair rate 
of interest on the invéstment: , 

In New York there is a State Tene- 
ment House Committee, which has been 
making a thorough investigation, of the 
subject. The committée was convinced 
that model tenements can be so con- 
structed and managed that at prevail- 
ing rentals they will yield a fair profit 
to the landlord, while the tenant gets 
at the-same time gfeat advantages; 
that such buildings save lives and raise 
the moral tone of the people who live 
in them; that, besides this effect upon 


. fronts 


the individual, they also have a 
greatly elevating effect upon the 
neighborhoods which surround them. 
The New York World gives the fol- 
lowing interesting account of model 
tenements constructed by Alfred T. 
White, now Commissioner of Public 
Works, in Brooklyn: 
“Mr. White’s model tenements are, 
perhaps, the best examples of that sort 
of enterprise existing in this part of the 
world. They front on Columbia place, 
Joralemon street and Furman street, 
and their high-peaked towers, recessed 
and balconies, broad window- 
sills and decorated brick work make. 
them very handsome in appearance. 
“They cover twenty-four full-sized 
building lots, less than half of which 
is actually occupied by the buildings. 
The committee found it not at all un-. 
usual for a typical New York tenement- 
house to cover 95 per cent. of its lot. 
— advantage in air and light is ob- 
ous. 


“These Riverside buildings contain 
apartments for 527 families, besides 
thirty-one small brick cottages, each 
with its bit of a lawn, and as snug as 
any countryman’s home. 

“The very first aim of the builder was 
to see to it that each family had pri- 
vacy insured. In the common tenement 
privacy cannot exist, and the result is 
coarsening and bad. Each apartment 
in the White buildings has its own 
“front door,” opening into a small pri- 
vate hallway. Wallis and partitions are 
“deadened” to prevent sound from 
passing from one apartment to another. 
Besides these a small ext®nsion con- 
tains for each family a water-closet, 
washtub and ash-chute to the cellar. 

“The buildings are fireproof. There 
were 2415 tenement-house fires in New 
York during the year ending June 30, 
1894, and they cost fifteen Nves, be- 
sides injuring seventy-two persons. So 
a fireproof tenement is a pleasant thing 
to think of. 

“The Riverside biuldings, too, are so 
constructed that disease cannot be 
communicated from floor to floor. This 
was such an innovation that it called 
forth a special tribute from the Brook- 
lyn Board of Health. 

The buildings are so arranged that 
they are at no — more than two 
rooms deep, so that every room is di- 
rectly lighted and ventilated. The 
committee found that out of one group 
of 63,000 tenement-house dwellers in 
New York, 43,000 were living in apart- 


— rooms, and suffering in them, 
_ “Bathrooms are at the service of the 
tenants at certain times of day. Out 
of a total population of 255,033, whose 
living places were examined by the 
committee, only 306 persons had access 
to bathrooms in the houses in which 
they lived. 

“Inclosed in the Riverside dwelli £8 
is a park 250 feet long by 150 feet wide. 
which contains a prepared playgorund 
for the children, a lawn, shrubs and a 
bandstand, where during the summer a 
band plays at the expense of Mr. 

“That, wouldn’t be a very bad place 
for anybody to live in? would it? 
And if Mr. White makes a profit on 
all that he must charge rentals alto- 
gether too high for a poor man, you 
say. Not a bit of it. Forty per cent. 
of the tenants in Mr. White's buildings 
are day laborers. Forty per cent. of 
them are mechanics, artisans, etc. The 
remaining 20 per cent. are employees 
about stores, private houses, etc. Some 
of the apartments rent as low as $5 a 
month, and there is none which is 
more expensive than $12 a month. 

“After every expense of interest, 
taxes, insurance, repairs and every- 
thing else is paid, Mr. White has a lit- 
tle more than 6 per cent. left of profit. 
That he spends a good deal of it in 
adding improvements to the buildings 
in his own affair. He does not wish 
to make much money out of the River- 
side buildings. On the other hand, 
they are not a charity enterprise. That 
would be an injustice to the people 
who live in them. Every man who 
pays his rent there pays a profit on 
the quarters he‘occupies, and is be- 
holden to no one. Workingmen are 
self-respecting, and there are none 

ore so than those living in the River- 
s de buildings. 

Philanthropy and 6 per cent.’ ought 
to be a pretty good watchword for a 
g00d many more New York millionaires 
than the few who have adopted it. 
By building model dwellings for the 
poor, rich men can lower the death 
rate and raise the health and happi. 
ness rate. They can be of tremendous 
service to a tremendous number of 
their fellowmen. It is a great chance 
to spend money wisely and well.” 
CRUDE COLORS. 

The Builder and Contractor grows en- 
thusiastic over the variety of tints with 
which houses are colored in Los Angeles, 
as compared with the monotony of the 
prevailing tone in large Eastern cities, 
where brick is the usual material of 
which residences are constructed. That 
journal says: 

“No stranger can drive through the 
residence. section of this city without

‘being struck not alone by the architec- 


tural designs of the buildings, but by 
the ealth and variety of color in 
which they repose. Not alone is there 
art displayed in the adaptation of some 


tint or shade to a particular style of | 


ments containing dark and badly ven-. 


architecture, but also in the contrasts 
of colors upon the same building; thus 
a building will be painted olive with 
light green trimmings and a black roof; 
or in light colors it will appear in white 
and yellow trimmings and a drab 
roof. This latter is the finish of the 
colonial, which has become almost a 
characteristic style of Los Angeles.” 

It is true that the variety of coloring 
seen in the residence sections of Los 
Angeles is a big improvement over the 
somber hue of rows of brick resi- 
dences, that is to say, when the colors 
are chosen with something approaching 
to good taste. Unfortunately, such is 
not always the case, and one is fre- 
quently confronted with a glaring yel- 
low, a mineral green or a ghastly flesh 
tint, which is subversive of harmony 
and gives the spectator of artistic tem- 
perament that “tired feeling’ of which 
we sometimes read. People who are 
building houses would do well io con- 
sult some artistic friend before putting 
on the paint, in case they are not alto- 
gether sure of their own judgment. 

THOSE LOUD SMELLS. 

The question of whether wor not an 
oll refinery should be permitetd to ex- 
ist In the city continues to agitate the 
residerits of sé@veral sections. The pro- 
prietors of the refinery at Second and 
Beaudry avenue have not yet made up 
their minds what they will do. They 
have been warned not to locate near the 
river, and it is even stated that the 
Supervisors would forbid them to lo- 
cate outside of the city limits. It does 
not seem reasonable that a board which 
permits such a flagrant nuisance as Nig- 
ger Slough to exist would draw the line 
at an oil refinery. As to the older refin- 
ery,in the northern part of the city, it is 
stated that the management will fight 
any attempt to oust them. It is also 
said that a majority of the citizens in 
that neighborhood do not object to the 
works, which employ a good many 
people. However, the nuisance created 
is not, unfortunately, entirely confined 
to that immediate neighborhood, al- 
though it has not been nearly so evi- 
dent of late. 

The Times would again urge upon 
the City Council to set apart sume sec- 
tion of the city for manufacturing pur- 
poses, so that those who contemplate 
establishing works here may have a 
certainty of a location, instead of being 
discouraged and driven “from pillar 
to post.” 

It is of no use for us to invite maru- 
facturing establishments to locate here 
if they cannot get a site when they 
come. Should the Council decide to 
forbid the location of such works within 
the city limits—that is to say, provided 
they have the power to forbid it—then 
the next thing would be to decide upon 
some convenient section just outside the 
city, upon which a manufacturing dis- 
trict could be built up The urgency of 
this question is increased by the oil 
development, which will undoubtedly be 
followed by a large increase of manu- 


facturing projects during the coming 
year.

CONSTABLES’ CLAIMS. 


A SUPREME COURT RULING ON 
THEIR COLLECTION. 


A Claimant Whose Demand is Re- 
jeeted Must Present it a Second 
Time for "Final Action” Before 
Bringing Suit Against the County. 


Deputy Clerk Woodbury of the local 
office of the Supreme Court received for 
filing yesterday a copy of the opinion of 
that court in the case of Arbios (ap- 
pellant) vs. County of San Bernardino 
(respondent.) 

The opinion is, in brief, that a claim- 
ant against a county, who is dissatis- 
fied with the amount allowed on his 
claim, must again present the claim 
to the Board of Supervisors for “final 
action” before he is authorized to com- 
mence suit for the amount he alleges 
to be due. 

The text of the opinion is as follows: 

“The plaintiff is constable of one of 
the townships in the county of San Ber- 
nardino, and on the 65th of May, 1894, 
filed with the clerk of the board of su- 
pervisors of that county and presented 
his claim for $383.40, properly itemized 
and verified for services rendered by 
him as said constable. The board of 
supervisors at its meeting on the 7th of 
August allowed a claim for 5198.99. 
Thereupon the plaintiff commenced the 
present action to recover the full 
amount of his chaim. A demurrer to the 
camplaint was sustained by the court, 
and from the judgment entered thereon 
this appeal is taken. 

“The controverted question on this 
appeal is whether the plaintiff was au- 
thorized to bring an action upon the 
claim until after the supervisors had 
acted thereon; upon being informed of 
his unwillingness to accept the amount 
allowed. Sec. 43 of the County Govern- 
ment Act (statutes of 1893, p. 364,) after 
providing that the board of supervisors 
may allow a portion of a claim pre- 
sented, provides: ‘If the claimant is un- 
willing to receive such @mount in full 
payment the claim may again be con- 
sidered at the next regular succeeding 
session of the board, but not afterward,’ 
and sec. 44 provides: ‘A claimant dis- 
satisfied with the rejection of his claim 
or demand or with the amount allowed 
him on his account, may sue the county 
therefor at any time within six months 
after the final action of the board, but 
not afterward.’ 

“This provision of sec. 44 limiting his 
right to sue the county to six months 
after its ‘final action’ upon hfs claim 
implies that the board is to act more 
than once thereon and its ‘final action’ 
is that which in the concluding portion 
of sec. 43 is directed to be faken when 
it it has again considered the claim af- 
ter learning that the claimant is dis- 
satisfied with his prior action. 

‘The supervisors would not know 
whether the chaimant would be willing 
to accept the amount, allowed unless 
he should in some way indicate his dis- 
position, and until they were informed 
of his unwillingness there would be no 
occasion for them to again consider 
the claim. 

“The statute requiring the presenta- 
tion of claims against a county are 
framed with the purpose of avoiding 
useless expense and litigation, and to 
give the county ample opportunity to 
avoid such expense; and we therefore 
hold that @ proper construction of the 
concluding portion of sec. 43 required 
the plaintiff to indicate to the supervi- 
sors his unwillingness to accept the 
@mount which they had allowed,’ and 
give them an opportunity to again con- 
sider his claim, in order that the county 
might havVe an opportunity to avoid 
incurring the cost of litigation, which, 
by sec. 44, would be imposed upon it, 
if he should recover @ judgment for 
more than the amount for which the 
claim was allowed. He was not author- 
ized to bring a suit upon his claim un- 
til after they had again taken action 
thereon. 

“The judgment is affirmed.” 

The opinion is signed by Justice Har- 
rison and is concurred in by Justices 
Garoutte and Van Fleet...
